Two torpedo boats and three tugs have gone 
out in search of the submarine.

Admiral Bellue, commander of the Tunis 
naval division, who went out on board a tug, 
returned at a late hour tonight and said 
that, owing to the heavy seas and the ob- 
security, it was impossible to continue salvage 
operations until dawn. The tugs and torpedo 
boats, however, will remain near the place 
where the Lutin made its final plunge all 
through the night. 

The government salvage steamers belong- 
ing to Biserta, which are at present absent fo 
assist in raising a French schooner wrecked 
on the coast, will return im the morning and 
participate in the work. 

British Consul Offers Aid. 

The British consul general here proposed 
to the French resident general to telegraph 
to the British admiralty at Malta for salvage 
assistance.

Story of Her Life. 


Mrs. Jefferson Davis was born in Missis- 
sippi, in old Adams county, in 1820, her maid- 
en name being Varina Howell. She became 
the wife of Jefferson Davis before she com- 
pleted her*eighteenth year. Her father was 
distinguished for his service in the battle of 
New Orleans in the war of 1812, and the 
Howell family was ampng the most prom- 
inent of that section. She was Mr. Davie’ 
second wife, his first wife, a daughter of 
Gen. Taylor, having died a short time after 
their marriage. 

When the civil war began she went to Rich- 
mond and stayed thgre until peace was de- 
elared. When her husband was released 
from prison she lived with him for the re- 
mainder of his life at their old home in Bifoxt, 
Miss. This was turned into d confederate 
veterans’ home in 1899. 

Declined Offers of Assistance. 

From time to*time offers of financial as 
sistance were made to Mrs. Davis after her 
husband's death from societies through the 
south. She declined all these and has pre- 
ferred to remain independent. 

Mrs. Davis had a dispute with Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles last year, when the soldier was re- 
ported to have made reference toa letter sup- 
posed to have been written by her thanking 
him for his treatment of her husband while 
in prison. She declared she never had writ- 
ten such a letter, and that the treatment 
given her husband had been anything but 
kind.

: Make a Win, Dies Intestate and 
Third of Big Fortune Panece Not 
te the Five Children of Her Late 
Husband but to a Sister, Jennie 
Phipps, Aged 62, Who Is Living at 


Troy, N. *.

Through a caprice of the law a million 
dollar fortune yesterday passed from a 
wealthy Chicago family into the hands of an 
aged spinster of New York state. 

Mrs. Anna Baker, widow of W. T. Baker, 
who died three years ago, died on Monday 
leaving no will. She was Mr. Baker's sec- 
ond wife and was the stepmother of his five 
children. The law provides that in case a 
person fails to make a will any property left 
shal} go to blood relations. Under these cir- 
cumstances Mrs. Baker's wealth passes not 
to her stepchildren but into the hands of her 
own relatives. Consequently her million 
dollar estate will go to her sister, Miss Jennie 
Phipps of Troy, N. Y., 62 years old, and her 
only near relative, 


Miss Phipps Starts for Chicago. 

Miss Phipps was notified of her sudden rise 
to the position of a wealthy woman and 
started immediately for Chicago. 

The five persons thus deprived of a third 
of their father's estate are all well known 
in Chicago. They are Mrs. Van Wagenen 
Alling of Lake Forest, at whose residence 
Mrs. Baker died; Howard W. Baker, arsist- 
ant general manager of Butler Bros.; Henry 
D. Baker, Charles Baker of Seattle, and 
Miss Annie Baker. Their father left no will 
at his death and their stepmother through 
the law came into possession of one-third of 
the estate, which was said to be $3,000,000. 
Mrs. Baker was suffering from paralysis 
and was unable to make a will. 


Money Not Begrudged. 

We are glad that Miss Phipps and other 
relatives of our stepmother are to receive her 
wealth,“ said Howard Baker, executor of W. 
T. Baker's estate, last night. I don’t think 
it amounts to a million dollars.

BANK INDICTMENTS ARE UPHELD 


Ex-Judge Abner Smith and Codefend- 
ants Must Stand Trial for Obtaining 
Charter by False Pretenses. 


The notice to quash the indictments against 
the officials of the defunct Bank of Ameri- 
ca. was overruled yesterday by Judge Ben M. 
Smith in the Criminal court. The defend- 
ants in court were former Judge Abner 
Smith, Gustaf Sorrow, and J. V. Pierce. 

In the arguments made about a month ego 
the defendants claimed that the indictments 
did not set forth the charge of conspiracy 
clearly. 

Where the charge in the indictment is that 
the defendants conspired and agreed together 
to do an unlewful act—for example, obtain- 
Ing a bank charter by false pretenses—it is 
not necessary to set out the pretenses. The 
said pretenses constitute the people's truth 
of the unlawful agreement. On this ground 
the court sustains all of the counts of the 
Indictments which simply charge the de- 
fendants with entering into an unlawful 
agreement to obtain by false pretenses a bank 
charter. 

“The court holde that the language em- 
ployed clearly shows the character of the de- 
fendants’ offense committed and the manner 
of its commitmen:. Both indictments and 
each count therein are sustained and the mo- 
tion to quash overruled.” 

The state’s attorney said the cases would 
be placed on the call within a month.

The reason given for this attitude on the 
part of the army was tiat a man who had 
worn the garb of a convict and been subject- 
ed to the st of a felon, even if unjustly, 
could never after that be tolerated as a com- 
rade by the officere of the German army, no 
matter how much his innocence might be 
established.

This need cause no surprise, for it Is entirely 
in Keeping with those ethics according to 
which if an officer receive a blow or an in- 
sult from a man who by reason of social in- 
equality is debarred from meeting him in 
na Guel he is confronted with the alternative 
of either entting the man down with his 
sword, even if his assallant be unarmed, or 
else he is forced to leave the army as un- 
worthy any longer to wear “the king's 
cloth’ or te associate with other officers as 
@ comrade. And leaving the army in this 
fashion means social boycott and exclusion 
from clubs and salons. 

It is these same ethics which have within 
the last decade forced two young officers, 
bound together by ties of closest friendship 
and affection, to embark upon a fata] duel 
with one another, because they happened to 
have exchanged friendly blows while sky- 
larking. And it le again these ethics which 
prohibit an officer, under the penalty of the 
loss of his commission, from firing into the 
air in the event of his having been foroed 
into a duel with a man against whom he 
entertains no resentment. 

It must be understood thoroughly that 
these laws, most of them unwritten, originate 
with the officers themselves, who in each 
regiment possess the privileges enjoyed by 
clubs of passing upon the merits of candi- 
dates for admission to their corps and of 
blackballing—that is to say, barring those 
whom they do not consider likely to become 
congenial comrades. 

It is to thie that must be ascribed the re- 
markable absence of Jews from the com-

Any other cat would have suffocated to 


sovereign in Europe who has kept up until 
now the medieval custom of granting private 
interviews to rich and poor alike. 

The humblest peasant, even the nomad 
Tzigan,gréasy, wild, and unkempt in appear- 
ance, without any home except his canvas 
covered cart, has until now possessed the 
privilege of access to his sovereign, and of 
pouring hie wrongs into the ear of his mon- 
arch without the presence of any official or 
attendant. 

Nothing used to be more characteristic 
than the scene in his antechamber at the 
Hofburg when the emperor is in residence 
at Vienna. The great room was thronged 
with cardinals and prelates, generals and 
statesmen, great nobles and magpates, and 
mingling with all these high and 
sonages were Bohemian bricklayers, Styrian 
farmers, peasants from upper Austria, hum- 
ble shopkeepers from the poorer classes of 
Vienna, and village priests, all waiting to 
submit their troubles, their sorrows, their 
wrongs, and their grievances to unsern 
guten kaiser.” 

It need hardly be added that in accordance 
with the teachings of the New Testament the 
village priest would generally be received be- 
fore the scarlet robed cardinal, the poorly 
clad peasant before the cabinet minister in 
his gold embroidered uniform, and the farm- 
er before the great territorial magnate. 

— 


Francis Joseph would invariably receive 
them standing in front of hip writing table, 
against which he would sometimes lean when 
talking to them. If his visitor was in the 
least shy or alarmed his manner would im- 
mediately become paternal and encouraging, 
and mentally he would make rapid notes of 
what his subject had to say, to be remem- 
bered at leisure. 

Sometimes it was a widow who wanted the 
discharge of her son from military service, 
at other times an old soldier anxious for the 
righting of some error in connection with his 
pension, or perchance some village priest ap- 
pealing for financial assistance for his poog.

It has been estimated that the emperor has 
received in this fashion an average of 8,000 
people a year during his thirty-five or forty 
weeks residence in Vienna. As his mind was 
on a strain throughout the interviews and 
he remained standing hour after hour while 
receiving his visitors, the fatigue was great. 
It is a fatigue, indeed, which the old kaiser 
is no longer strong enough to sustain. So, re- 
luctantly, he has yielded to the imperative de- 
mands of his physicians and to the entreaties 
of his daughters, and from now on will only 
accord audiences in the most urgent cases. 

——

these audiences of the emperor. On one 
memorable occasion the loud squealing of 
a pig rang through the lofty antechamber of 
the emperor in the Hofburg at Vienna. This 
sound emanated from a small but noisy pork- 
er,.adorned with ribbons, which was carried 
im the arms of an elderly women arrayed in 
Tyrolean peasant costume. She had traveled 
a considerable distance in order to implore the 
sovereign’s pardon for some military offense 
committed by her only son, who was serving 
in the army, and had brought the sucking 
pig with her as a gift to the monarch, witha 
view ot propitiatint him. 

The woman had no trouble in reaching the 
emperor, although she experienced some dif- 
ficulty in taking her offering along with her. 
The emperor, though, insisted that it should 
not be taken from her, and the pig not only 
shared its mistress honor of an imperial 
audtence but was graciously accepted by his 
majesty, who, of course, arranged to grant 
the petition which the woman had brought 
with her.

RIOT MAY. AFFECT RACING. 


Scene at French Track on Sunday 
Results in Government Stopping 
Sport at Longchamps. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


PARIS, Oct. 16.—The effect on racing in France 
and perhaps in other countries of last Sunday's 
riot at Longchamps may be considerable. That 
the government would take cognizance of the 
affair was a foregone conclusſon, and its decision 
announced after the meeting of the cabinet today 
was that there be no more racing at Longchamps 
this season. 

The greatest significance of the determination 
of the authorities to suppress racing at Long- 
champs for the present iz to be found in the atti- 
tude of M. Lepine, prefect of police, who formally 
informed M. Ruau, minister of agriculture, he re- 
fused to hold himself gesponsible for the mainte- 
nance of order next Su day if the races were held 
at. Longchamps. 

The reason was that, now that the lawless ele- 
ments have found out how easily the betting booths 
could be robbed, they will turn out in such force 

on Sunday, especially in view of the crippled con- 
dition of the Longchamps bufidings; where tem- 
‘porary booths have been erected, that they would 
sweep everything if they once had a good start 
unless the troops took extraordinary measures. 
Consequently the races next Sunday are to be held 
at Chantilly, which is far enough away from Paris 
to keep the mob from getting there. 

‘Nobody believes the reports that the bookmakers 
started the riote because the outbreak clearly was 
spontaneous. Bookmakers who have been debarred 
from the French tracke for little more than a year 
have plenty of friends who are willing to assist 
them in securing a change of law which will permit 
them to return and do business. It is held in some 
quarters, especially among the foreigners, that 
the blow administered the Paris mutuals last Sun- 
day may discourage the attempt to get this system 
of. betting readopted in America. Opponents of 
gambling use the riot incident to denounce the

PERFORMANCE A WONDER 


Former Mark Beaten by 1½ See- 
onds; Owner Johnson Scores 
Big Winning on Race.

New York, Oct. 16.—[{Spectal.]—Roseben 
ran a wonderful race against time over the 
Belmont park maln track today, With 126 
pounds on his back he turned seven furlongs 
in 1:22, a new world’s record, and incidentally 
enabled his owner, David C. Johnson, Frank 
J. Farrell, Jesse Lewisohn, and others to 
cut up $80,000 in winnings on the proposition 
the champion sprinter would beat 1:25%. 

The best record for seven furlongs straight- 
agi up to today was 1:23%, made by Belle 

B. at Monmouth park in July, 1890, while 
the previous world’s record around a turn 
was 1:24%, hung up by Shields’ Halifax, with 
119 pounds up, in the Swift stakes at Sheeps- 
head Bay last June. Halifax on that occa- 
sion clipped a fifth of a second off the record 
made in August, 1902, by Musketeer at Sara- 
toga, which has since been equaled by Aero- 
naut and Sewell, the 2 year old which per- 
formed the stunt at Belmont only last Mon- 
day, with 100 pounds on his back. 


Other Racers Scared Away. 


Roseben was entered in the handicap on 
Monday with 152 pounds, but Owner Johnson 
withdrew him so he could cinch the fifth race 
teday, in which Roseben got in with 126 
pounds. Johnson expected to get some ac- 
tioh In the betting ring, as there were thir- 
teen other starters. But Roseben looked so 
invincible the owners and trainers, barring 
‘one, concluded to scratch. This left only the | 
2 year old Salvator geiding Beduclere to op- 
pose the mighty son of Ben Strome-Rose 
Leaf. : ' 
When the jockey board was raised the 
crowd laughed and took the trouble to go 
into the betting ring, where the layers quoted 
1 to 80 against Roseben and 60 tol against 
Beauclere. George Rose wagered $800 on 
the big sprinter to pick up $10, which he said 
would pay for theater tickets. 

Then another heavy operator from Call- 
fornia, known around the tracks as Little 


Pete, who once was a waiter and afterwards 


a barber before he became a ‘turf plunger, 
wagered $5,000 to win $50. Meanwhile Dave 
Johnson, Frank Farrell; and a few others 
wagered $30,000, of which $20,000 was taken 
by Cad Doggett, that Roseben would 
break the record. : 


Breaks from Fost Like Whirlwind. N 


Shaw broke Roseben away from the post 
like a whirlwind. Johnson stood near the 
judges’ stand with his split second watch in 
hand, while the clockers in all parts of the 
grand stand were busy. Roseben, In the teeth 
of the gale that had been lifting hats off all 
afternoon, ran the first furlong in :12. Then 
he turned the first quarter in :23%,. and 
reached the three-eighths pole in :35%. The 
half was covered In :46%, at which point Rose- 
ben had reached the middle of the far turn 
fully thirty lengths in front ot Beauclere. As 
he rushed Into the homestretch Shaw was 
seen to be. hurrying the big sprinter, and the 
cry went up: 

He's after the world’s record.“ 

Many tiniers caught Roseben at the three- 
quarters in 1:10%, a world’s record in itself, 
although it is not accepted, of course. As 
the wonderful racehorse dashed down past 
the field stand, then grand stand, Shaw was 
riding as if for his life. There was not a 
faltering stride, not a sign of weariness, as 
Roseben rushed on amid the wild cheers of 
12,000 men and women, whose blood churned 
to the bolling point. Shaw did not relax as he 
reached the wire, but worked Roseben out 


) fully a mile, which he covered in less than 


1:40, as he was tiring at the end of that trip. 
He won ‘the race by twenty-five lengths, 
Beauclere running the distance in 1:26. 


Wild Scene at Finish. 


When Timekeeper Barretto hung out 1:22 
there was a sensational scene. Hats were 
thrown in the air and hundreds rushed to 
the judges’ stand to cheer Roseben and Shaw. 
Johnson leaped for joy and was warmly con- 
gratulated. No sooner had Roseben been led 
to the paddock than General Manager S. 8. 
Howland hurried up to Johnson and said: 

“If you will run Roseben on Saturday at a 
mile to beat Salvator’s world record of 
1:35% the Westchester Racing association 
will offer $5,000 and a gold cup to go to you 
if the record is broken.“ 

It Roseben recovers from today’ gs race 
all right it is a bargain,’’ replied Johnson. It 
will be definitely settled tomorrow. Roseben, 
if he makes the attempt, will carry not less 
than 110 pounds, the burden shouldered by 
Salvator when he made his record.

Ghosts of former deys were visible at the 
University of Chicago last night when .Di- 
rector Stagg led his doughty football nten 
in an after dinner discussion of new plays 

and theories at the Reynolds club. It was the 
first night practice of the season, and the 
usual A B C's were mastered by the’ mem- 
bers of the varsity squad, 

Stagg sat in a chair before a huge black- 
board, and with a pointer in one hand and a 
piece of chalk in the other, executed circles, 
line plunges, forward passes, fumbles, 
tackles, punts, and everything in the football 
vocabulary except referees’ decisions. He 
declared the practice was satisfactory. 

This was the first time the maroon leader 
has had an opportunity to talk to his men in 
heart to heart fashion on the possibilities of 
the new game, His lecture brought out some 
new plays in connection with the forward 
pass and onside kick, while his interpretation 
of the new rules and fouls served to clear the 
minds of many of the regulars, who have lived 
in a blue hase on many of the points in doubt. 


“Love Feast” on Friday. 


Night practice will continue until Friday, 
when the maroons will be hosts at the “ love 
feast "’ banquet to be given the Purdue play- 
ers, rooters, and professors, which promises 
to be unique in college athieticannals. Only 
thirty minutes will be devoted to the theory 
of the game in the evening drill. 

Previous to the after dinner affair Siagg 
thawed out still further on the workings of 
his team behind the closely barred gates. 
He expressed an opinion that his offense 
Was strong, but was doubtful about its de- 
tense. 7 

We have developed a fairly good offense, 
he declared. Lack of time has been the 
chief handicap, but I feel we will be able to 
make a good showing offensively against 
Purdue on Saturday.
